HELMET HASSLE 


This correspondence is in regard to 
the A.M.A.’s official competition rules 
concerning approved helmets for pro- 
fessional motorcycle racing. On page 51 
of our ‘*Manual of Instruction and Rles 
of Competition’? under competition ap- 
parel, it states **The following competi- 
tion rider apparel must be worn at events 
were speed is the determining factor: 
Helmets: A group #1 A,M.A, safety 
helmet.” 

Prior to the 200 mile National Cham- 
pionship at Daytona I heard a rumor that 
the A.M.A. had waived this rule for the 
foreign entries. I discarded this rumor 
as rdiculous gossip, After viewing some 
pictures and the Daytona report, I feel 
that at least one foreign entrant was 
wearing a helmet not in this approved 
group. My concern comes not from the 
fact that they wish to wear their silly 
soup bowls or that the A.M.A, is trying 
to help them feel athome, but completely 
from the insurance point of view. As you 
know, there has been considerable talk 
that the national A,M,A, insurance isnot 
as healthy as it should be. It does not 
take a great deal of imagination to hypo- 
thesize a situation where the A.M.A, 
waives this helmet rule for a foreign 
rider, he wears a substandard helmet, 
gets injured as a result of the use of the 
substandard helmet and becomes a heavy 
burden on our insurance policy, in turn 
causing a higher premium for the Ameri- 
can competition rider, all because the 
A.M.A. allowed him to use the illegal 
helmet, 

This may sound like a mute point, but, 
I am probably in a better position to 
make this evaluation than anyone in the 
U.S.A, besides Dr. George G, Snively of 
the Snell Foundation, due to the many 
months of helmet testing I sepnt re- 
searching and developing for the largest 
helmet manufacturer, Bell Toptex. To 
confirm this please contact Mr. Frank 
Heacox who is a trustee on your execu- 
tive committee of the A,M,A,

DON'T JUST TAKE OUR WORD 
FOR IT ... 


It may be the beautiful park 
crowned by the golden dome or it 
may be the door that's always 
open; but there is something 
Special about the California 
Legislature. 


This was never more obvious than the 
Wednesday afternoon when the usually 
sedate Assembly Ways and Means Com- 
mittee was turned into bedlam as repre- 
sentatives of the Hells Angels and 
United Motorcycle Enthusiasts presented 
the cyclists' case against mandatory 
helmets. The committee members ad- 
mitted afterwards that they had planned 
a quick **yes" to get the bill out to the 
Assembly; but it didn't happen quite 
that way. 

Caught off-guard, committeemen snic- 
kered and joked as Sonny Barger and 
Animal Hibbets rose to testify. With con- 
siderable dignity Sonny introduced him- 
self as a professional motorcycle rider 
and explained clearly the problems which 
make helmet wearing a matter of per- 
sonal choice. 

An absolute hush fell over the room as 
his testimony was accorded attention 
rarely given anyone ina committee hear- 
ing. He argued against mandatory eye 
protection as well, quoting from the 
California Highway Patrol Report that 
eye protection devices may be somewhat 
more dangerous in an accident,

from the confines of a full-coverage helmet, 


Several members of the committee told 
us afterward they had planned to vote for 
the bill before the hearing, One member 
put it right on the line, ‘‘Sonny Barger 
got you your bill. Foran had thé votes 
until Barger testified. Then he didn’t 
have them anymore.” 


Try One and See 


After Barger’s testimony, UME repre- 
sentatives offered helmets (live and in 
full color) for personal investigation by 
the committee. Assemblyman Leon Ralph 
of Los Angeles requested time from the 
Chairman to try the helmets. Various 
members put on helmets and immediate- 
ly shouted, “I can’t hear you,’’ 
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Assemblyman Carl Britschgi from 
Redwood City, a twelve-year veteran of 
the Legislature, who formerly played 
football, tried on a Bell Magnum, Then 
he made the national newswire by slipping 
on a Bell Star and becoming stuck inside. 
While Assemblyman Mulford of Oakland 
attempted to push the helmet backward 
off his head and Assemblyman Britschgi 
tried to push itforward, cameras turned, 
newsman interviewed, and committee- 
men shouted, ‘‘What did you say?’’ with 
ears encased in helmets, 

“That’s gonna kill it right there," 
Animal commented to newsmen, **Them 
guys putting on helmets." 

Author Foran and Dr. Snively (who 
races sports cars and appears regularly 
to insist that motorcyclists have their 
lives forcibly saved by mandatory gear) 
insisted to the committee that these were 
racing helmets and would not be standard 
if the bill were passed. We attempted to 
answer this statement, outrageous, at 
least in the case of the Bell Magnum, but 
were not heard, Inspector Jacobs prom- 
ised that the CHP (who will be responsi- 
ble for setting the standards) would ac- 
cept nothing that would make riding more 
difficult (though one wonders how the 
CHP is going to remove these structural 
problems if the manufacturers do not find 
a way), And Chairman Crown held the 
bill over for two more weeks, 

Unjammed from the “Star,” Assem- 
blyman Britschigi won our nomination 
for **Good Sport of the Year" as he 
laughed at his experience and talked 
seriously of his feeling about helmets. 

«I can see no advantage that a helmet 
should be made mandatory for motor- 
cyclists,” he said, ‹‹І had planned to vote 
out the bill because I didn’t know there 
were any problems, But after hearing 
Barger’s testimony and trying the hel- 
met, I couldn’t vote for mandatory use, 

**«[ certainly appreciate that the Hell's 
Angels and United Motorcycle Enthusi- 
asts came to enlighten the committee as 
to the problems that would be enhanced 
if we adopted a bill of this nature... 
which would, in my opinion, create more 
hazards than safety for the cyclists,” 

We've said it before and we're saying 
it again. Our representatives in the 
legislature want to do a good job but they 





















have to depend upon us to tell them what 
we want. That's government of the people 
and it works when the people do their 
part,

As announced in last week’s is- 
sue of Cycle News, an amicable 
agreement for the 1968 professional 
motorcycle racing season at Ascot 
Park has been reached by promoter 
J.C. Agajanian and the Board of 
Directors of Motorcycle Racers, Inc., 
a representative group of profession- 
al riders and mechanics which. now 
boasts a total membership of 251. 

The original disagreement came 
about when,Ascot sanctions were is- 
sued by the AMA for flat $1500 
guaranteed half-mile purses, and 
flat $1800 guaranteed T.T. purses. 
Forat least 10 years riders in the 
Southern California area have been 
paid 40% of the gross gate, after 
taxes, so this news was greeted 
with great disappointment to say 
the least. Especially since, for the 
1967 season, the 40% had in actual- 
ity become 30%, due to the AMA's 
insistence that higher insurance 
premiums be paid from the coverage. 

Upon announcement of the flat- 
purse arrangement, the overwhelm- 
ing majority of MRI membership voted 
not to ride in or support any Ascot

events held under the new purse 
structure, and backed up their indi- 
vidual feelings by staging (along 
with dozens of non-members) unpre- 
cedented boycotts of the opening 
night flattrack race, April 5, and 
the April 6 TT as well. 

On the following TuesdgX, fur- 
ther negotiations were held between 
promoter Agajanian and the MRI 
Board members, results of which 
were announced to a well-attended 
MRI general membership meeting on 
Thursday, April 11. 

Only three hours were needed to 
iron out all difficulties between the 
MRI and the promoter, although a 
previous meeting in Las Vegas be- 
tween AMA representatives and the 
promoter to arrive at the original 
arrangement had taken three days. 

The new purse ‘structure is as 
follows: A $1500 guaranteed purse 
will be paid to all Ascot riders, 
PLUS a true 40% of the overage, 
this to be disbursed by the MRI. 
The contingency of this arrangement 
is that promoter Agajanian be al- 
lowed to take over monies formerly 
paid to the AMA for insurance, and 
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Gates open 7:30 a.m.

in turn the promoter will provide in- 
surance as good or better than that 
set up by the AMA. This disputes 
the AMA’s contention that it was 
necessary to take an additional 10% 
from last year’s overage to keep the 
insurance fund solvent. The guaran- 
tee is 2% times greater than last 
year’s $600 guarantee and will give 
riders the highest purses ever paid 
at the 183rd & Vermont race track. 
Riders and mechanics voted unani- 
mously to compete under the new 
conditions. 

It is hoped that the AMA will 
agree to the plan (and a meeting of 
the Executive Committee has been 
set up in Washington, D.C. in an 
attempt to negotiate), but, with or 
without the blessing of the American 
Motorcycle Association, the 1968 
Ascot Park professional flattrack 
motorcycle racing season will 
DEFINITELY begin Friday night, 
April 26th, 1968, Aggie has stated. 

At presstime, a phone call from 
Cycle News to AMA Executive Di- 
rector Bill Berry, placed in an at- 
tempt to get all sides of the picture, 
resulted in a flat “No comment.”

Following the recent publication 
in Cycle News of a story, under my 
byline, about the TT races in Ti- 
juana, I have been deluged with re- 
quests (would you believe 3?) for 
more information. Requests are not 
So much about the races but for in- 
formation about taking cycles into 
Mexico.

Having been raised on the border with 
many childhood Mexican friends and 
being bi-lingual of sorts, I have always 
considered Tijuana as a kind of suburb 
of San Diego. In my memory, T.J, has 
changed from a little, grubby two-block 
town of solid saloons, catering to thirsty 
Gringos and fugitives from the Volstead 
act, into a thriving industrial and tourist 
city of some 350,000 persons, 


Is It Really Scary? 


I never realized the fears and appre- 
hensions that many Americans have 
about entering Mexico. People expressed 
all kinds of fears; They had heard fright- 
ful tales about the consequences of even 
a minor traffic accident. They feared 
what might happen if they had motor 
trouble. They were afraid that their in- 
ability to speak the Spanish language 
would cause difficulty and they had even 
heard stories of the dreadful roads in 
Baja California. Some were concerned 
about a rumor that motorcycles general- 
ly were unwelcome and riders faced the 
possibility of being arrested, 

These fears are not without some 
foundation but are generally greatly 
exaggerated. For instance, traffic acci- 
dents, In Mexico, it is a criminal offense 
to be the driver of a vehicle which is 
involved in an accident where someone 


is injured (even if it’s the driver him- 
self), no matter how slight the injuries 
may be. You need have no fear of being 
arrested or having your vehicle impound- 
ed if you stop at one of the many Mexican 
Insurance offices on either side of the 
border and take outan inexpensive two-or 
three-day policy. Itisn’t that your Amer- 
ican policy is no good, it’s just that the 
Mexican authorities don’t recognize itin 
case a bond has to be posted to guarantee 
financial responsibility, It is not a law 
aimed at American visitors but applies 
just as strictly to Mexican citizens. 


Mechanics Available 


As far as breakdowns of your machine 
are concerned, there are excellent me- 
chanics — both for automobiles and cycles 
throughout Mexico, but in case you are 
doubtful, a tow to the border costs less 
than a tow of equal distance in the states 
and, on the highways, there is a jeep 
patrol with uniformed drivers patrolling 
constantly, They can make minor re- 
pairs, change tires, furnish gasoline, 
etc., all at no charge to the motorist. 

Concerning the language barrier, it 
definitely helps if you have some know- 
ledge of Spanish (even the highschool 
variety) but it is not necessary. If you 
can’t communicate with sign language or 
gestures your Baja friend will soon call 
someone who speaks English. I have met 
little old ladies, traveling by Mexican 
bus deep in the interior of the country 
who were having a wonderful time with- 
out knowing a word of Spanish, so no 
self-respecting cycle rider should fear 
any inconvenience that may be encoun- 
tered.

The story about cyclists not being 
welcome stems from an incident which 
happened several years ago. It seems 
that a group of motorcyclists had a run 
that terminated in the little mountain 
community of Tecate, which is famous 
for its brewery, some 40 miles east of 
Tijuana, Some participants partook ofan 
abundance of the local cerveza and mis- 
behaved to the extent of destroying pro- 
perty and terrifying the townspeople. For 
some while afterwards, motorcycles 
were not overly welcome in Tecate, es- 
pecially in groups. 

By contrast, my wife and I cross the 
border on our bike several times a week 
and never get more than a wave or nod, 
Just remember that you are guests in a 
foreign country and you'll find it the 
friendliest place in the world. There is 
a recent Mexican government policy that 
might be worth mentioning. Hippies and 
other unwashed types are refused en- 
trance at the border on the basis that 
they are undesirable aliens, Recently a 
large band of American ‘‘flower chil- 
dren’’ were arrested at their beach camp 
near Ensenada, They were taken to the 
local jail and given baths, haircuts 
(shorter than crewcut), shaves and de- 
ported to the border. A smiling Mexican 
official told me, “It gave them an en- 
tirely new outlook on life." Unless you 
are a one percenter, you need have no 
fear of any such action. 


It is true that you can find the most 
horrible roads in the world in Baja (no 
exaggeration) but you have to travel 
many miles of smooth scenic highways 
to find them. The new toll road from 
Tijuana to Ensenada is super, but re- 
member when the speed limit signs say 
110, that it is in kilometers, A kilometer 
is 5/8 of a mile so if it says 110 you 
better watch it when you get to 65 on 
your American or English speedometer, 


In Baja, it is generally safe to eat in 
restaurants (not from street vendors) 
of first and second class variety, and 
my wife and I even take a chance on 
places of a lesser reputation once ina 
while, but don’t drink water except in 
the very best places, Bottled soft drinks 
and Mexican beer are available every- 
where and are inexpensive and safe to 
drink although you may not always be 
able to have them cold, especially in the 
remote sections of the country. Don’t 
drink iced drinks excepting in the better 
restaurants or hotels as the ice is made 
of the same water that you can’t drink 
without chancing an attack of ‘‘Monte- 
zuma’s Revenge’’ which is sometimes 
known as the “Mexican Two-step.” It 
may sound funny but it is no laughing 
matter and can ruin your trip to Mexico. 
Under no conditions, drink milk, 
Whether you want to go down for a 
day of fun at the Tijuana TT racer or 
just a pleasurable day at the bullfights, 
Caliente horse races, deep sea fishing, 
camping or just a scenic drive down the 
Baja coast, you’ll find it to be a very 
enjoyable adventure. Incidentally, our 
trip was made possible through the 
courtesy of Earl Roloff of Guy Urqu- 
hart’s shop in San Diego, who furnished 
the machine for our journey. Mexico is 
a free port and if you have room in your 
saddle bags, you may wish to take ad- 
vantage of the wonderful bargains in 
imported perfumes, glassware, fine gui- 
tars, etc. that are offered in the many

stores along the main street. You might 
even want to get your boots shined by 
one of the street urchins, He’ll want 
more, but you can get the lower part 
shined for 15¢ or if the uppers need at- 
tention try to get the whole job for a 
quarter. California residents may not 
bring back liquor, but if you have a 
driver's license or identification show- 
ing that you are a resident of another 
state you may bring back a gallon every 
thirty days. 

If you do go shopping in the curio 
Stores on the main street, keep in mind 
that the prices asked are sometimes 
twice as much as the vendor willactual- 
ly accept for the time, so govern your- 
self accordingly. Whatever your reason 
for a visit to Mexico, Ican highly recom- 
mend it, Get out your bike, fill your 
buddy seat companionably and head down 
Interstate 5 for a day of fun. It is the 
nicest time of the year for vacationing,

The tignt group began to thin out on 
the other side of the mound. About five 
miles out some riders were slowed down 
by a two-mile section of rocks. One said 
he checked his case for cracks twice 
before making it through this area, An- 
other rough two-mile section ranabouta 
foot away from a barbed-wire fence, 
keeping everyone on his toes. 

After the first ten miles, broken bikes 
dotted the path, with a steep sandy hill 
pulling its share of competitors out of 
the race about 15 miles out, 

The course was 100 miles long, shaped 
like a figure-eight. The first loop was 
the roughest, but the second half was 
longer, causing some riders to run out 
of gas. 

Some bikes broke down, but still made 
it across the finish line. One rider fin- 
ished the last five miles on a flat tire, 
sliding past the finish line with fine 
flattrack style. 

But Many Persevered 

Not to be outdone, Roger Korstad 
crossed the finish with one handlebar. 
Seven miles before the end, Roger broke 
the right handlebar off his 250 Matador, 
and completed the race by steering with 
his left hand, throttling by holding the 
broken end of the handlebar between the 
gas tank and the fork crown for support. 
He got 7th place and some strange looks 
as he crossed the finish line, 

One of the late starters was Al Rogers 
of Los Angeles. Al was stopped for a 
traffic violation in Reno the night before 
the race, bailing himself out the morning 
of the event. He drove out to the course, 
unloaded his 650 Triumph, signed up, 
and began the race (fifteen minutes after 
the start), chasing after the riders’ dust 
in the distance. 

At the end of the first 50-mile loop, 
Al was in second place. Every rider on 
the course except the leader ate Al’s 
dust that day. He finished fifth overall 
for the full 100 miles. 

There were other determined riders 
who didn’t do as well, A sidehack, ridden 
by Joe Barham and Bill Kreije, both of 
Reno, made the first 50 miles, At that 
point they headed their 500cc Indian 
single toward home, because more than 
half of the riders had already completed 
the full 100 miles, Over 120 riders com- 
pleted the entire route, with the last 
determined man struggling across the 
finish line at 7 p.m, that night.

Motorcycles from Maico, Sachs and 
Zundapp, along with Glaser fairings, will 
surround the ancient Daimler model in 
the German exhibit at the west door of 
the concourse. There will be an official 
information booth manned by the Federal 
Republic of Germany to answer all ques- 
tions about the German machines, 

The exhibit will include four German 
models that are being publicly displayed 
for the first time including the Maico 
125cc road racer and their 250cc Moto- 
Cross model. The 360cc Moto- Cross has 
won many six-day races and is knownas 
one of the greatest endurance competi- 
tors of all time, 

The Los Angeles show will also be the 
world premiere of the Sachs Sport En- 
gine cycle, which comes in both 100cc 
and 125cc models. The Sachs machine 
which gained fame as a factory racer is 
now available as a production competition 
machine. It has won the manufacturers’ 
team award at the International Six-Day 
Trials for the last three years. 

Daimler’s first motorcycle, though the 
frame was of hickory wood, had a muf- 
fler, a crankshaft fan for cooling the 
cylinder, and an automatic clutch. It 
could travel only 7 mph with its 600rpm 
but it bears quite a resemblance to the 
latest models. It helps point out the motto 
of the German cycle industry — “Аш 
zwei Radern bleibt man jung" — man 
stays young on two wheels.

FOR RIDERS 

IN NEXT VACA 
PRO RACE, MAY 5 


After a meeting between Tony Her- 
bold, Pres, of the S,F, Chapter of the 
A,.F.M, (and columnist for Cycle News) 
and I,S,C.E, head, John Renesch, pro- 
moters of the recent pro races at Vaca 
Valley, a variation in entry fees was 
announced yesterday. Starting with the 
next professional race at Vaca Valley on 
May 5, there will be no admission 
charge for pre-entered riders and side- 
car passengers. All riders who have 
entered before the deadline, April 27th, 
will enter the track admission gate with- 
out charge. The previous practice of 
charging everyone who came through the 
gate, be he racer or spectator, was a 
carryover from previous club races. 

In addition to this change, the AFM 
announced that the entry fee schedule 
will be modified. GP entries will drop 
somewhat from $8.00 to $7.50 and pro- 
duction will go up to $7.50, equalizing 
all entry fees, Post entry fees remain the 
same for GP, $12.00, and Production will 
go up to $12.00 also. Additional entries 
remains the same — $2.00: Pre-Entry; 
$3.00: Post Entry.

GARDNER CARBURETOR 
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TEXAS ROAD RACING CIRCUIT ROUND TWO

The Texas road racing circuit moved 
into the second round of the season with 
the running of the annual spring meet at 
San Angelo, Texas, March 31. Riders, 
fresh from the season opener at Austin, 
came from all over the state looking for 
Texas Championship points, being tabu- 
lated for the first time this year by the 
Southwest Motorcycle Racing Assn. 

As practice got underway on Sunday 
morning, it was apparent that the pro- 
duction classes, also new for the Texas 
district this year, were stirring up some 
interest. The only production race that 
could not muster the required field of 
six was the Open Class, and no wonder— 
the big Triumphs, BSAs, Nortons, and 
Harleys were being eclipsed by the 
Japanese 500cc and 350cc machinery. 
For example, Jim Gardner had taken a 
lesson from his Austin debacle, substi- 
tuting road racing rubber for the dirt 
variety, and was turning the two-mile 
course at 2 minutes up on his 305cc 
Honda. 

Even better were Bentley Hardwicke 
on а 500сс Suzuki and Winston Stelter on 
а 350ec Yamaha. All of the bigger pro- 
duction bikes were taking over 2 minutes 
per lap! (By way of comparison, the good 
road racing 100cc Yamahas were turning 
slightly under 2 minutes, the best 175cc

was taking a minute and 50 seconds, and 
the TD1-C was taking a minute and 50 
seconds, and the TD1-C Yamahas were 
lapping at one minute, 45 seconds.) 

ter the usual San Angelo race pre- 
limínaries, which this year included bike 
drags, a wheelie contest, and anairplane 
landing on the course and taxiing through 
the crowded pits, the show got underway 
with the production races, 

Jet Thorpe and Jim Schwartz on their 
180cc Yamahas teamed up to make Bill 
Stigins 200cc Suzuki look bad in the 5- 
lap 200cc production race, and, as ex- 
pected in the 5-lap 500cc production go, 
Hardwicke’s Suzuki ran away from Stel- 
ter’s Yamaha, and both ran away from 
Jim Gardner's 305cc Honda. 

Shortly before the first race, someone 
asked Mike Kidd if he wanted to ride a 
100cc Yamaha, and he said yes. Friends 
hurriedly helped him put the cast back on 
his recently-broken left forearm, and he 
took the bike around for a few unsanc- 
tioned feeling-out laps. During the 100cc 
heat race, he showed everyone what he 
had learned. Don Crook soon lost sight of 
Mike, and while looking for him in the 
vicinity of turn 6, Don slipped off his 
100cc Yamaha, letting Darryl Hurst's 
Yamaha by briefly. But at the end of the 
five-lap race, it was Kidd, Crook, and 
Hurst.

In the 5-lap 200cc heat, Kidd was on 
his own 175cc Bultaco— fresh from his 
third place ride at Daytona — and after 
the flag dropped nobody else got even a 
smell of him, Until the opposition loses 
some weight, picks up some more hp, or 
finds some more nerve, Mike Kidd will 
have to get used to riding alone. 

The AMA notwithstanding, the 250cc 
and Open Class heats were runtogether, 
and on the first lap, Ronnie Doyle came 
around in front on his 650cc Triumph, 
followed shortly by Norman Stovall 
(250cc Yamaha), J.C, Klusmeyer (250cc 
MontesaL, Bill Canfield (250cc Suzuki) 
and Rusty Bradley (250cc Yamaha), About 
halfway through the ten-lap race, how- 
ever, Doyle went a little wide on turn 6, 
and Stovall whistled by with Bradley in 
hot pursuit, Then Doyle's woes multi- 
plied as a broken fitting let his engine 
oilescape, but he still managed tofinish 
first in the 650cc class, trashing his 
engine in the process, After a race-long 
chase, Bradley finally caught Stovall at 
the line by leaving the music on untilthe 
very last with the result that he piled up 
his ex-Jimmy Anderson Yamaha on the 
rockpile located, curiously, a scant 100 
yards past the finish line located, curi- 
ously, at the end of a very long straight 
(how are things done where you come 
from?), In the meantime, Klusmeyer and 
Canfield dropped out, and Hardwicke and 
Robert Lee brought their Yamahas in 
ahead of Doyle’s Triumph, 

In the 10-lap 200cc final, Kidd con- 
tinued to make himself about as popular 
as H, Rap Brown at a Klan rally, Hard- 
wicke, trying to add to his points after 
his 200cc class Austin win, out-did him- 
self, and after a lap in the pits, spent 
the remainder of the race wading through 
traffic — to no avail, Amazingly, Don 
Crook and Allan Jackson placed their 
100cc Yamahas ahead of Butch Stubble- 
field's 175cc streamlined, rotary valve 
Bridgestone twin, 

The combined 250cc/Open race for 
points was a walk-through compared to 
the heat, Rusty Bradley was a non- 
starter, and Norman Stovall stretched 
his lead over everyone else, including 
Leroy Ferry (55-inch H-D), who took 
Open Class honors after Ronnie Doyle’s 
Triumph sickened and died, despite a 
generous helping of fresh oil between 
races, 

With seven more races scheduled for 
this season by the Southwest Motorcycle 
Racing Association, things are looking up 
for Texas racers, who have had as few 
as three races in seasons past. The 
present schedule is: April 21-San An- 
tonio; May 5-Austin; May 19-Green Val- 
ley (Pt. Worth); June 16-San Angelo; 
July 7-Austin; Aug. 19-Odessa; Spt. 29- 
Green Valley. 

According to Jim Hall of Southwest 
Motorcycle Racing Association, the 
course at San Antonio is really the air- 
port course at Seguin, a long, fast cir- 
cuit resembling the airport course at 
Sebring, Florida. We shall see.

QUESTION: Ihave 21955 650сс Тгі- 

umph. My problem is 
keeping it running. I have to flood 
(tickle) the carburetor to get it start- 
ed, but it promptly dies. If I keep the 
tickler depressed it will continue 
running, with gas pouring out all 
over the engine. 1 have completely 
disassembled the carb, including the 
jet block, cleaned it and blown out 
all passages and jets. I’ve cleaned 
everything from the gas cap on down. 
The carburetor flange was slightly 
bowed, so I filed it level. I can't 
think of anything else to do! K.H— 
Kodiak, Alaska. 


ANSWER: Providing nothing else is 

wrong with the engine me- 
chanically, such as improper cam 
timing or ignition timing, the fault 
must lie in the carb float chamber. 
Something such as a bent float spin- 
dle bush or wrong size bush, is pre- 
venting the float from falling by its 
own weight since you have to force 
(tickle)it,to make the fuel flow. It's 
very hard to tell what's going on in- 
side a float chamber unless you buy 
an inexpensive, yet priceless gad- 
get known as a “Gas Gazer,” pro- 
duced by “Pabatco.” This transpar- 
ent plastic window lets you see just 
what*s taking place in the carburetor 
float chamber. 


QUESTION: have an early model 

pre-unit650 Triumph that 
has a small main bearing on the en- 
gine’s timing ‘side. I am tearing it 
down to overhaul completely includ- 
ing changing the inserts and install- 
ing new bearings. 

I have heated the cases to cherry 
red and ‘still cannot get the blank- 
blank small bearing to come loose 
from the case. What shall I do? S.P. 
—Bakersfield, Calif. 


ANSWER: You probably did not know 

that the small bearing is 
held by a retainer circlip. It sounds 
as though you also haven't broken the 
crank loose from the bearing inner 
race. The crank and bearing must 
have seized due to a slightly over- 
size crank. You may have to break. it 
loose witha hydraulic press. Be very 
careful that the case is supported 
evenly or you may break it rather 
than just free the bearing. 

I suggest you leave out the cir- 
clip nexttime and turnthe crankshaft 
down with emery cloth, so that a 
bearing will not freeze again. That 
circlip is not necessary. 


QUESTION: / have modified the in- 
take port on my two- 
stroke and it feels as though I have 
changed the power output somewhat 
for the better. | can't afford a flow 
bench test job and don't know how I 
can check, myself, if the intake has 
been properly shaped and polished. 
Any help you can give me on how 
to check this out, would be greatly 
appreciated. V.R.—Duarte, Calif. 


ANSWER: Immediately after doing the 

port job, the engine should 
be run for about 30 minutes and then 
the top end torn down for inspection. 
Carbon deposits on the piston crown 
should definitely show the flow pate 
tern that took place while the engine 
was running. The pattern should be 
even on both sides and center, from 
the port side to cylinder wall. Also 
check the deposits on the head and 
cylinder walls. 


QUESTION: / have seen racing pis- 

tons in the automotive 
field and a few motorcycle manufac- 
turers, that have grooves machined 
all around the piston skirts. What 
purpose do they accomplish? D.C.— 
Hermosa Beach. 


ANSWER: Those grooves accomplish 

three things. First, a no- 
minal amount of weight is removed 
that results in a lighter piston; sec- 
ond, those grooves carry oil and give 
the cylinder walls superior lubrica- 
tion. Third and last, they reduce the 
amount of piston and cylinder wall 
contact, thus slightly reducing cy- 
linder heat. 


QUESTION: I am interested in design 

of two-stroke expansion 
chambers. Can you recommend any 
reference work in this field? Ordo 
you know if sonic velocities at dif- 
ferent temperatures and pressures 
have been published? I would appre- 
ciate any information you can give 
me in this area. R.W.—Berkeley, Cal. 


ANSWER: There are several publica- 

tions that have been de- 
voted to the two-stroke exhaust sys- 
tems, but though technical, they are 
written in an attempt at simplified 
form for the laymen. I do not know if 
this is the level of information you 
seek. If so, these are the works I 
recommend. 

Gordon Jennings’ “Tuned Exhaust 
‘For The Two-Strokes,” published in 
a technical manual by Cycle World. 

“Two Stroke Exhaust System” by 
Ray Bacon, A.M.I. Mechanical En- 
gineer. This book is available through 
Cycle World and Floyd Clymer Pub- 
lications. A good place of reference 
for Sonic Velocities, is in books on 
Acoustical Engineering. 


QUESTION: ! wish to stretch my 

frame by heating and 
thus increase the front end rake. 
What I would like to know is, where 
will the greatest points of stress be 
in the front end, after I have done 
this? D.K. — Boston, Mass. 


ANSWER: 1f you do not know how to 

properly apply heat to 
metal in this bending process, the 
greatest point of stress will be right 
there! But, aside from that — the 
greatest pointof stress will be where 
the frame tubes join the frames 
steering head. I heartily suggest you 
add necessary gussets at that point, 


QUESTION: Why isit that an exhaust 

valve is not as big or 
even bigger than the intake valve in 
most engines? It seems to me that 
since the gasses have expanded 
when exploded, there is more to re- 
move from the cylinder than went in. 
R.B. — Laguna Beach, Calif. 


ANSWER: The reason for a propor- 

tionately smaller valve on 
the exhaust side is due to the factor 
you mentioned. Expanding gasses. 
The expansion in itself helps to 
propel the air from the cylinder, cou- 
pled with the upward movement of 
the exhaust piston stroke. On the 
intake, the only basic aid is piston 
travel itself, although at valve over- 
lap there is a scavenger effegt which 
adds the incoming charge only slight- 
ly except in competition engines. 


QUESTION: / am installing new valve 
guides in my Triumph 
alloy head, but one of them] can push 
into place by hand. That's too loose 
isn't it? D. B.—Santa Ana, Calif. 


ANSWER: It sure is too late! I sug- 

gest you get a guide that 
is over size by .002 inches. These 
are available from your Triumph 
dealer. 


QUESTION: / own a 305 Yamaha that 
is having dutch prob- 
lems. The unit is very noisy and 
grabs. Should 1 replace the whole 
unit as my dealer recommends or do 
you think I can get by with some par- 
ticular part replacement? V.K.—San 
Diego, Calif. 
ANSWER: That's a problem that has 
come up before with 305 
Yamahas. I think replacement of the 
clutch throwout bearing should suf- 
fice. 


QUESTION: J own a 500cc BSA. It is 
street legal and the only 

engine modification is switching from 

one carb to two.I would like to know; 

A—Can I pull the baffles out and still 

run in street class? 

B—What class will I run in? 

C-How much it costs, entrance fee, 

pit pass and competition fee. K.W.— 

Chula Vista, Calif. 


ANSWER: with that engine modifica- 
tion you would still be in 
stock street class at our local So. 
Cal. drag strips and: 
A—Yes, you can. 
B—Class would be C stock street. 
C—At Lions Drag Strip, the entry fee 
is $1.50 on Sunday, Saturdays, Irwin- 
dale Raceway charges $2.00 entrance 
fee. Both of these locations are the 
same in pit pass and entry fees. One 
dollar for entry and one for pit pass. 


QUESTION: | have recently gone 
through my 80cc Suzuki 
and prepared it for small bore sports- 
man road racing. However, after re- 
boring to 100cc’s I must now change 
the port timing. Can you tell me 
where I might get hold of the speci- 
fications for successful changing of 
the port timing on my Suzuki or what 
the specs are? U.S. — Long Beach. 


ANSWER: The Suzuki Motor Co., Ltd., 

prepares a ‘service news 
bulletin that is available to dealers 
and customers. This bulletin con- 
tains specifications for modifying 
their various motors to competition 
specs. Ask your local Suzuki dealer 
to obtain the service bulletin that 
pertains to your problem or send a 
request to U.S. Suzuki Motor Corp., 
Service Department, 13767 Freeway 
Drive, Santa Fe Springs, Calif.90670. 


QUESTION: I have been told that 

someone makes an alloy 
cylinder for 650 Triumphs. Is this true 
and if so where can I get one. Q.B.— 
Fresno, Calif. 


ANSWER: The only alloy cylinder 

made is the big displace- 
ment kits by Webcor and handled by 
Webco of California. 

These are for 9 stud unit construc- 
tion engines. Once a long time ago 
Wellworthy made alloy barrels for 
pre-unit engines, but that was dis- 
continued! 


QUESTION: J have purchased a valve 

spring compressor de- 
signed for small sports car engines 
but on removal of my valve springs, 
etc., l find it very difficult to handle. 
Sometimes it slips off and leaves 
scratches or scars on the valves and 
collars that could be very damaging. 
Isn’t there a better tool made and 
where could I buy one? B.B.—Buena 
Park. 


ANSWER: Nope, short of a hydraulic 

press there are no spring 
compressors made especially suited 
to motorcycle heads. But, you can 
make a very efficient one for a very 
minimal cost. A carpenter's "C" 
clamp is ideal with only a slight 
modification needed. One end of the 
clamp has a seat or cup which works 
well on the valve's head so there is 
only need of a change at the end that 
fits the valve collar. (See below.)

The Annual Trail Race held at Squaw 
Peak, Phoenix, Arizona on April 6and7, 
though largely unpublicized, is becoming 
a crowd-getter, Participants and spec- 
tators this year more than doubled those 
of the first race in 1963. Moreover, 
riders came not only from the four 
neighboring states of California, Colo- 
rado, Utah, and Arizona, but also from 
places as far as West Virginia. 

One factor that makes the Arizona 
Trail Race a Southwest favorite is the 
unusual topography of the Squaw Peak 
course. Used mainly as a horse-riding 
area, the course contains all the various 
land formations that a real trail rider 
can ask for — flatland, rocky and sandy 
washes, hills and ravines with inclines 
ranging from twenty to eighty degrees. 
It also boasts various kinds of stones — 
soft limestones to rocks as hard and 
sharp as iron pegs. All such obstacles 
add to the challenge and excitement of the 
race. 

Too, the area is compact. The total 
length of the course is 18 miles, yet the 
riders are rarely out of sight, A con- 
testant may disappear from view behind 
one hill, but will reappear on the next. 
Onlookers have a more or less complete 
view of the entire race.

Probably the most important factor is 
that this is the only race in the entire 
country where the trail scooter is pre- 
dominantly used, Designed principally 
for irregular terrains, many feel the 
trail scooter has more maneuverability 
and climbing power than a trail motor- 
cycle. Seeing it running across rugged 
country as if on paved roadsisanalmost 
unbelievable sight. 

According to Ken Yarbrough, presi- 
dent of the Arizona Venture Riders and 
a director of the National TrailScooters 
Association, the two agencies which 
sponsored the race, the scooter has one 
distinct advantage over other trail ma- 
chines, its low center of gravity. Asa 
result it does not topple over easily even 
when hitting rocks or depressions, An- 
other advantage, he said, is that all the 
controls are manipulated by the hands. 
Trail scooters come in three brands; 
“Tote Gote,” ‘‘Twister,’’ and ‘Wild- 
cat." 

The Arizona Trail Race was started 
in 1963, primarily as an inter-family 
sport. Although outsiders and profes- 
sional riders were allowed to join, the 
family aspect of the race has never been 
lost.

Again all the win- 
ners here were from Phoenix; Sandra 
Marsh (secretary, Arizona Venture Rid- 
ers), lst; Dena Murray, 2nd; and Liz 
Yarbrough, 3rd.

The Junior Kid’s Race followed, parti- 
cipated in by riders from 13 to 16 years 
old. The length of the course was five 
miles.

The day's event ended with the Team 
Race.

The Phoenix 
team led by Benny Griffin won firstplace 
in this race while the Colorado team got 
the second place.

The trail machines prize for the first 
place in this category was won by Paul 
Thorpe of California who negotiated the 
18-mile course in 55 minutes and 36 
seconds. Second went to Dick Kenny of 
Phoenix and 3rd to Benny Griffin, also of 
Phoenix, finished in 57 minutes, 34 sec- 
onds and 57 minutes, 57 seconds respec- 
tively. Jim Begano, for completing the 
race in spite of his injury, won the 
Sportsmanship Trophy. 


Because of more entries — 34 in all— 
the 7 hp ‘‘B’’ class scooter race turned 
out to be more exciting than the “A?” 
class, Despite some spills, no injuries 
occurred except few bruises. The race 
was so grueling, however, thattwo riders 
could not finish; one lost his fuel bowl 
and the other broke his handlebars, 


First place went to another trail ma- 
chine, piloted by Tom Utz of Phoenix 
around the 18- mile course in 58 minutes, 
30 seconds. R, Wright of Utah and Johnny 
Murray of Phoenix wound up 2-3. The 
latter two were a mere 9 seconds apart 
at the finish, 

The 5 horsepower scooter race had 
only seven contestants. Riders here were 
18 years old and under. First prize was 
a mini-bike and it went to Steve Verhoeff 
of Phoenix with a time of 1 hour, 6 
minutes, 23 seconds. Jim Neighbors of 
Colorado and Jim Longdon of California 
got second and third, 

Then came the spoke wheel machines. 
Twenty-one riders rode trail motor- 
cycles up to 125cc's, The motorcyclists 
tried their best to match the records of 
the scooter riders, but just could not do 
So, The fastest motorcycle rider was 
about 15 minutes short of the time made 
by the fastest scooter rider. More spills 
occurred too. 

The first three finishers were all 
Californians — J, Haselwood, 1st (1 hr., 
6 min,, 6 sec.); O.H, Miller runnerup and 
G. Bratek third. All rode Kawasakis. 
Two runnerups were also from Califor- 
nia. Fallbrook, California added to the 
winnings of Californians by getting the 
Club Participation Trophy for having the 
most number of riders — 18 in all, 

The tiring but exciting two day meet 
was successful due to the usual sunny 
Arizona weather, cooperation of local 
authorities, participation of several 
agencies and the able management and 
direction of race officials Ken Yar- 
brough, George Stevens, president of the 
National Trail Scooters Association; 
Reed Vines, race chairman; and Sandra 
Marsh, race secretary. 

Pleased with their success, officials 
plan an even bigger and more spectacular 
race for next year. Hope to see you there.

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Sam’s a cop. He’s not the world’s 
smartest, or the world’s greatest cop, 
but he’s honest, hard working, and con- 
cerned with his job. Sam’s also my 
friend, and we’ve been friends for twenty 
years, Last Sunday, our families got 
together for a barbeque over at his place. 
He was supposed to be home by three, 
but for some reason he had to work late, 
and didn’t get home until after six, 

I had started the fire and we were all 
waiting for Sam so we could put the 
steak on. We were pretty hungry by the 
time he got home. He walked in the door 
kind of tire looking and immediately cut 
his thumb opening a can of beer. 

The wives put the meat on and kept 
the kids away from us while Sam and I 
had a beer together, ‘‘ What happened?’’ I 
asked, and started Sam on what turned 
out to be another story on his favorite 
subject, stolen motorcycles. It tookhim 
thirty minutes to tell me that towards the 
end of his shift, he stopped an oldpickup 
truck with three motorcycles in the bed. 
One of the bikes was stolen and another 
one had an altered engine number, 

“So that’s why you're late," I said 
to Sam. 

‘That’s why Pm late. I had to book the 
three guys in the truck for theft, impound 
the bikes and write an eight-page report. 
Harry, would you open that next can of 
beer for me? My thumbs still bleeding." 

“Sam,” I open the can, ‘it’s great that 
you've found two stolen motorcycles, but 
you know what it sounds like to me?" 

“What Harry?’ 

“Tt sounds like youhave a thing against 
bike riders, Like you feel you have to 
stop and check every one you see. I’m 
wondering if it’s fair to harass all the 
guys who ride bikes, just to catch the 
few who are crooks.'" 

«How long have you known me Harry?” 

“Twenty years or so.” 

“How long have I been riding a bike?'* 

“Twenty years or so, I remember 
when you got that old Harley V.L, for 
forty-five bucks when you were four- 
teen.” 

“And Pm still riding a bike, I still put 
sixty miles a day on my bikes, back and 
forth to work. Right?” 

“Right, Sam.” 

“So I’m not against guys who ride 
motorcycles. I ride motorcycles. I sure 
don’t think every one ona bike isa crook. 
Pm no crook,” 

“But why do you bug the bikes so 
much? You didn't used to.” 

“It was a year and a halfago. An early 
Sunday morning just before Christmas 
and I got a call to take a stolen motor- 
cycle report,” 

“Sopy? 

**So the guy lived ina second story one- 
bedroom apartment, He had a wife, three 
kids, rented furtniture, and a twenty- 
year-old Chevy car. Somebody cut the 
chain on his year-old Bonneville that he 
had left in the car port, andtookit away. 
The guy had tears in his eyes. He made 
eighty bucks a week and still owed money 
on the bike. It wasn't insured for theft, 
He asked me how soon the police would 
get his bike back and I didn't know what 
to say, There I was inagood paying civil 
service job where I was supposed to be 
able to do something about stolen pro- 
perty and all I could honestly tell him 
was that he'll probably never see his 
bike again," 

**So one guy loses his bike. Does that 
justify harassing all bike riders?” 

“Its not just one guy, Harry. After 
that, I started checking some figureson 
stolen bikes. In California, motorcycles 
are only two-and-a-half percent of all 
registered vehicles. But motorcycles 
account for twenty-eight percent of all 
outstanding stolen vehicles, If your car 
is stolen, you stand a ninety percent 
chance of getting it back. If your motor- 
cycle is stolen, you only have a twenty- 
five percent chance of getting itback, My 
guess is, that if you losea Sportster or a 
forty-inch Triumph, your chances are 
even less than that,” 


“Why the poor recovery figure for 
bikes?” 

“Harry, it seems that, to start with, a 
bike is easier to steal thana car. Locked 
or not, a pickup or panel truck can have 
a bike stolen and out of sight ina matter 
of minutes. Next, while a lot of cars are 
Stolen just for a joy ride, most bikes are 
Stolen to keep. If the thief wants thebike 
just for trail riding off the pavement, it 
never has to be registered for the street, 
just like those two in theold pickup truck 
today. If the thief wants to register the 
bike for street riding, the confusion in 
placement of I, D. numbers on the differ- 
ent brands of motorcycles makes regis- 
tration fairly easy.” 

“What do you mean confusion, Sam?" 

“Well, some bikes are registered by 
frame number, some by engine number, 
Also sometimes the frame and engine 
number are identical, and sometimes 
they’re not. On top of this, most engine 
numbers are stamped in the aluminum 
engine case, It’s pretty easy to grind this 
number off and stamp another number 
on the engine.'* 
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Location of frame number, 


«Isnt it easy to spot this change? I 
mean, couldn’t any policeman spot an 
engine with an altered number?’’ 

“Sometimes yes, and sometimes no, A 
good job can be pretty hard to spot. 
Remember too, that before you can spot 
an altered engine number, you have to 
know what a good engine number looks 
like. Also, if a guy has registration pa- 
pers for a bike that matches the number 
on the engine, the policeman has to be 
pretty sure of himself before he takes 
any action.’’ 

**Sam, how is it possible for a person 
to have registration papers for a motor- i2 
cycle -with, an altered engine number?” 

"It's a matter of the thief knowing 
what to tell the clerk atthe local Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles office. I'm not 
going into details, but Pll say it’s a 
pretty common thing.” 

“Have you found bikes with valid 
D.M.V. registration papers that have 
altered engine numbers?’’ 

**About thirty of them in the lastyear. 
Here's a good example. Last month I 
stopped a chopped rigid frame Triumph 
for an equipment violation. The guy who 
owned it had just paid over eight hundred 
dollars for it three months ago. He had 
sales slips to prove it and the bike had 
valid registration appers. It was regis- 
tered by the engine number, and this 
number looked fair, It might have been 
altered, but I wasn't sure enough to im- 
pound the bike. There wasn't any frame 
number on the thing though and I pointed 
this out to the rider. We scraped some 
paint off the frame and found a number. 
Iran this number to check for wants and 
the bike turned out to be a four- year-old 
stolen, Later the experts rana chemi- 
cal test on the engine number and found 
that this number had been altered." 

That’s fine for the guy who had the 
bike stolen from him four years ago, but 
what about the poor guy who just paid 
eight hundred dollars for the thing?” 

“That’s the sad part. Usually, when a 
bike is stolen, the number is alteredand 
then it’s sold and resold, It’s almostim- 
possible for the police to find the original 
thief, and the one who’s found with the 
bike by the police loses anything he’s 
put into it.” 

“Is this only happening in California?’’ 

*I doubt it, Harry. People I’ve talked 
to from out of state tell me the problem 
is nation-wide. As a matter of fact, I've 
run into a couple out-of-state bikes with 
altered numbers. The last one was a kid 
on a forty-inch unit construction Tri- 
umph, Unit construction would generally 
be 1963 or later, but it was newly- 
registered in Texas one month earlier 
as a rebuilt 1962 Triumph. Both the 
engine and frame numbers had been 
crudely altered and both numbers coin- 
cided with the machine’s valid Texas 
registration papers," 

**So. how does a guy spot an altered 
engine number? How did you become an 
expert at it?” 








“Believe me Harry, lm no expert. 
And a guy doesn't need to be an expert 
to spot an altered number. All I did was 
visit every bike shop in town and look at 
identification numbers. When I knew what 
the good numbers looked like, I'd start 
asking questions if I found a bike that had 
funny looking numbers. Again, I'm no 
expert.” 

“So what are you doing about the prob- 
lem?” The Wives were yelling at us by 
now to shut up and join them at the table 
so they could start eating. 

“Pm a cop. Pm doing all I can about 
it. Pm checking the numbers on every 
bike I stop. What else can I do?" 

*How much good is that really doing, 
Sam? Even if you find one hotbikea day, 
how much of a dent is that making in the 
thousands of stolen motorcycles that 
must be on the streets? And how are you 
helping the guys who buy a hot bike with 
an altered number? You said yourself 
that these people are the sad part of it." 

“Harry, Pm just one guy. What else 
can I do?" Sam looked a little defeated 
as he sat down to the dinner table. 

After dinner, over some coffee, I 
started into him again with the idea that 
resulted in this article. «Sam, have you 
thought of writing?” 

«Writing what, Harry?” Sam’s still a 
little sad. 

“Writing about the stolen motorcycle 
problem. Maybe if the kids who are buy- 
ing their first bike knew what you just 
told me about altered engine numbers and 
registration papers andall, they wouldn’t 
buy a stolen bike. Maybe if nobody buys 
these stolen motorcycles, thieves won't 
find motorcycles such an attractive tar- 
get. Maybe the biggest cause of this 
problem is a lack of knowledge.’’ 

** Who would I write to?" 

“Why not Cycle News? Couldn't you 
give some constructive advise to a per- 
son who was buying a used motorcycle?" 

** You mean, could I tell somebody how 
to keep from buying a stolen motorcycle? 
Yes. Yes I could. Could you write it up 
for me?’’ 


Location of engine number. 
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*Sure, Sam, When do you want to do 
it?" 

“Why not right now? You already have 
the information that will keep most bike 
riders from buying a stolen motorcycle.” 

**What do you mean, Sam?'* 

“You already know that a lotof motor- 
cycles are stolen and that only a small 
percentage of these are recovered, That 
should tell you that a large percentage of 
motorcycles being ridden today are 
stolen, Right?” 

“Okay. Go on.” 

“T’ve also told you that it’s possible to 
alter a motorcycles engine and frame 
number and get valid registration papers 
on an altered identification number. This 
should tell you that just because the 
number on a motorcycles engine matches 
the number on the registration paper, it 
doesn't necessarily follow that the ma- 
chine is legitimate." 

«Sam, would you say it was best for a 
used motorcycle buyer to deal only with 
a trusted shop?’’ 

“Tf you’re buying a used bike, I don’t 
think you can trust anybody but yourself, 
No matter who you buy your bike from, 
pay attention to the identification num- 
bers.” 

“Sam, it almost sounds like your say- 
ing the whole motorcycle industry is 
crooked.” 

“І certainly don’t mean to give that 
impression, Harry. But I am saying that 
a buyer of a used motorcycle has to 
watch his step. This isn’t something I’ve 
read about or heard about. It’s something 
I’ve seen, And like, you’ve already rubbed 
my nose in it, Pm just one guy. Гуе 
run across it, think of how many other 
cases there are that I haven't seen," 

**Al] right, Sam. Let's say that a guy 
is looking for a used Triumph. What 
Should he do to keep from buying a hot 
bike with an altered number?*' 





“First of all, he should look ata lot of 
bikes of the year and make he is inter- 
ested in. He should pay a lot of attention 
to the frame and engine numbers on these 
bikes, And he should become familiar 
with the style of the characters used on 
these identification numbers,” 

“Sam, let’s say a state uses only the 
frame number to register motorcycles. 
Should a buyer still worry about the con- 
dition of the engine number?” 

“Yes. If a machine was manufactured 
with both an engine and a frame number, 
they should both be there, If either the 
frame or engine number is missing or 
altered, the buyer should start asking 
questions,” 

**How can a person tell whenan identi- 
fication number has been altered?'* 

“Most engine numbers are stamped 
into the cast aluminum crankcase, Look 
closely at this number. Be suspicious of 
chisel marks or grind marks around the 
area of this number. The texture of the 
metal behind the number should be gen- 
erally the same as the texture of the 
metal on the rest of the crankcase, It’s 
a good idea to be wary of an engine case 
that has been either sandblasted, or 
highly polished. Remember, there is 
usually no good reason for overstamp- 
ings, file marks, or a style or type of 
character that is not similar to what is 
seen on other motorcycles of the same 
make and model, A safe statement is, 
a good number looks good; a badnumber 
looks bad, If for any reason, the number 
on the bike your considering looks bad, 
be very careful before you buy.” 

“Suppose a person has a bike that he 
thinks may have an altered identification 
number, Where can he go to have the 
number checked?’’ 

“Most big city police departments 
have auto theft experts who can, witha 
chemical test, tell if an identification 
number has been tampered with. The 
local police station can tell you how to 
get in touch with these special outfits." 
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*Sam, let's put in something about 


contacting the police if a guy comes 
across a bike for sale witha hot number,”’ 

‘eno, If a guys thinking of calling the 
cops, he will or he won’t no matter what 
we say. The police don’t need the help 
in this stolen motorcycle thing, the guys 
who ride bikes need it, 

**You're sure? You don't think we 
should tell the bike riders to call the 
police if they see a bike with an altered 
engine number?” 


«Harry, if we can keep one poor kid ` 


from sinking his hard earned money into 
a stolen bike, let’s be happy with that, 
Okay?" 

“Okay.” 

““Мауһе the rest will follow, maybe 
not, Let's start here and not ask for too 
much, How soon will you have that typed 
up?” 

“Soon, PI let you know,” 

So I typed it up. We hope it helps.

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‘The Sage Hoppers M/C, known for their 
excellent moto cross and scrambles in 
District 38, came up with another good 
one on Sunday, April 7. The event was a 
50-mije scrambles, with riders making 
fifteen laps over 3.6 miles of rugged 
Encinitas countryside. 

All Expert classes competed in the 
first race, which started at 10 a.m., and 
all the Novices had their chance two hours 
later. The Sage Hoppers used their no- 
jumping-the-gun-start, which has the 
riders straddling their front wheels with 
the engines dead and looking back over 
their bikes at the flagman. Since restarts 
can present a problem in a race of this 
type, this method works quite well. 

As Bob Gooding’s flag streaked through 
the warm air, a pair of Greeves riders, 
named Bailey and Petty roared away from 
the line struggling for the lead, and the 
open class was under way. Several sec- 
onds later, the 250cc jockeys were off 
with Lars Larson pulling into the lead on 
the first lap.

MEET THE 
RACER 


CAL RAYBORN

On a typical residential street in the - 
San Diego suburb of Spring Valley, stands 
a modest but modern California style 
home, It looks very much like the other 
houses in the neighborhood and the only 
thing that hints of the type of man who 
lives here, is the blue delivery van in 
the double driveway. On the rear doors 
of the truck is a sign painter’s rendition 
of a road racing motorcycle and the 
number plates on this painting are white 
with a black #25. It is the home of Cal 
Rayborn, winner of the 1968 Daytona 
200-Mile National Championship Motor- 
cycle Race. A light tap on the front door 
is answered by Jacqueline, his lovely wife 
of nine years, who graciously invited us 
to enter, Cal and their two sons are just 
finishing their evening meal as we are 
seated on the divan in the spacious living 
room, and their two dachshunds raise a 
canine clamor at the patio door for ad- 
mittance. 

Cal Rayborn is a slender, soft spoken 
28-year-old youth, with a constant smile 
on his lips and a twinkle in his eyes, His 
handshake is firm and friendly. His two 
sons, Jack, four years old, and Buddy, 
eight years old, with childish vigor and 
curiosity wanted to know all about the 
photo and recording equipment that we 
were carrying. One spoken word from 
their father, however, sentthem scurry- 
ing to their bedroom while the **grown- 
ups talked.'' 

Cal knows motorcycle racing pretty 
well as he started when he was 14 years 
old, In the local San Diego TT races and 
scrambles he learned to be proficient. 
He speaks of cycle racing matter-of- 
factly, as a master craftsman who knows 
his own limitations, but with no false 
modesty about his success, 

In talking with him about racing you 
get the feeling that he realizes a person 
has to be good to win over the field of 
Expert riders and machinery at Daytona. 
That on any given Sunday any one of the 
contenders could win, but on the day of 
the race he and his machine beat the top 
riders of the country which automatically 
makes him the best. He doesn’t say one 
boastful word of his accomplishments, 
but you know without a doubt that hereis 
a man confident of his ability. This is 
his fourth year to compete at Daytona 
and his best previous finish was last year 
when he rode the Andres H-D to fifth 
position, 

Cal remembers the 1968 race vividly. 
He recounts that he took the lead from 
his second row pole position on the sec- 
ond lap and led laps three and four. On 
the fifth lap he spilled momentarily, 
recovered without leaving his bike, but 
lost the lead, which he recovered on the 
sixth lap and held to the finish. By the 
fortieth lap, Cal says, he realized that, 
barring trouble, he had the race won, He 
was asked if any rider in particular gave 
him trouble. *«Nobody crowded me,'' he 
stated,

The rules require at least one pit stop 
and that’s all he took, He was in such 
good shape that he didn’t even require a 
sip of water, The pit crew was ready to 
clean his windshield and face mask, but 
they were as clean as when he started 
and he didn’t need anything. 

When asked about physical conditioning 
to prepare for the Daytona 200 miler he 
said that he did nothing special in way of 
training. He neither smokes nor drinks, 
however, and just naturally likes to go to 
bed early. His wife volunteered that he 
got out and trotted about a mile a day to 
keep up his stamina and then Cal ad- 
mitted he takes daily vitamin pills, When 
reminded that he has a reputation of 
being proficient in all types of races and 
asked if he had any preference, he said 
he had the strongest inclination towards 
road racing. In discussing the various 
road racing courses throughout the coun- 
try he seemed to think that he preferred 
Laconia to the rest, 

Cal’s plans for the future include 
entering every National Championship 
point event that he can get to. He isa 
working plumber by trade and has to 
make arrangements with his boss totake 
off from work, His boss George Admire 
is pretty much of a motorcycle enthusiast 
himself and although on the shady side of 
40, still actively rides in the 250cc and 
Open Expert sportsman events on South- 
ern California tracks. He has even been 
known to close up shop and go to Day- 
tona with Cal, to work on his pit crew. 
*I have to make them all," explains 
Cal, “if I am going to have a chance at 
the big Number One." He has enough of 
a lead now on the men that he considers 
serious contenders, that witha moderate 
to good season he has a chance to win 
the top position, 

Cal estimates that on several of his 
trips down the backstretch at Daytona, 
he reached speeds in excess of 155 mph, 
The motorcycle world can be proud of 
Calvin Rayborn, He is an athlete with 
high moral and physical standards. His 
lovely wife and children reflect his in- 
tegrity as a family man, and his skill 
on a two-wheeled machine speaks for 
itself, 











LEONARD ANDRES

Leonard Andres is a jovial, outgoing 
man with graying hair. His hand has a 
steady grip and his ready smile conveys 
that here is a man who enjoys life to the 
fullest. Leonard is the man who prepared 
the Harley-Davidson racing machine that 
Cal Rayborn rode to victory at the Day- 
tona 1968 200-mile Championship races. 

He has been an H-D dealer for more 
than 30 years and obviously enjoys his 
chosen vocation. Motorcycling is fortun- 
nate that he has been active in the trade, 
as his contributions to the sport are 
myriad. 

From its inception in 1937, Leonard 
Andres has been a vital part of the Day- 
tona National Championship races, He 
recalls the original old beach-road 
course which consisted of a 1-1/2 mile 
straight over a macadam road, for the 
back stretch, and a 1-1/2-mile straight 
on the beach, for the front stretch. The 
two straights were connected by high- 
banked turns at either end resulting in 
a 3.1-mile course. He recalls a little 
later that the straights were lengthened 
to 2 miles, making it a 4.1-mile course. 
He was there in 1961 when the AMA 
moved the Championship race to the 
Daytona International Speedway because 
it would enable them to schedule races 
at their convenience instead of the dic- 
tates of the ocean’s tide. It remained a 
two-mile course until 1964, That year it 
was changed to the full track roadcourse 
of 3.81 miles. He recalls the early days 
and the riders of those times with nos- 
talgia, as he singles out interesting and 
memorable incidents of the various 
races. 

Leonard Andres is a ‘‘dyed in the 
wool” San Diegan and speaks of his home 
town like à Chamber of Commerce ad- 
vertisement.So it is with manifest pride 
that he discloses that on eight occasions 
the winning rider of the big race called 
San Diego home, 

The first San Diegan to win the classic 
was Floyd Emde on an Indian back in 
1948, Floyd is now the Suzuki- BSA dealer 
in San Diego, and has a 17-year-old son, 
Don, who shows a lot of promise incycle 
racing under his famous father’s tu- 
telage. In fact he was leading in his 
Novice race at Daytona this year when 
his machine failed. But that's another 
story for another time. 

In 1955 Leonard Andres was doubly 
proud as he stood in the winner’s circle 
with his arm around his son, Brad, who 
had won on the Harley-Davidson prepared 
by him. This scene was repeated two 
more times; in 1959 and 1960, In 1957 
when Brad Andres was laid up and could 
not compete, three-time Grand National 
Champion Joe Leonard, who hails from 
San Diego, rode Brad’s bike to victory. 
Leonard did a repeat in 1958 ona Harley 
prepared by Charlie West of San Jose 
and this was the only time, with the 
exception of Emde’s win on the Indian, 
that a San Diego winner was not riding 
out of Andres’ shop, 

In 1960, son Brad retired from racing 
to give full-time attention to the agency, 
which Leonard had turned over to him, 
So he could devote more time to building 
racing machines. In 1963, Ralph White, 


another San Diegan, riding for Andres’ 
Harley-Davidson won the National 200, 
and this year, 1968, the fastest year so 
far, Cal Rayborn, also a native of San 
Diego, wore the Harley-Davidson colors 
to victory riding for Leonard Andres, 

In describing the winning engine, Mr. 
Andres recounts that it is basically the 
same motor that you see every day in 
the three-wheelers used by police de- 
partments across the country, It is a 45 
cu. in, flathead side-valves, which has 
seen no radical change since 1952, The 
only significant difference between the 
1929 model and the modern version was 
the introduction of unit construction of 
the crankcase and transmission in 1952, 

It doesn't seem to make any differ- 
ence about the age of the engine as the 
serial number on the alternate engine 
which was used for practice this year is 
52KR 1498 making it 16 years old, It is 
the same engine that was in the winning 
bike at Daytona in 1955, ‘57, *59, *60, 
and *63. This year's engine had a crank- 
case number 65KR 2200 which makes it 
a youngster of 3 years, 

The older engine was available for 
inspection and photos and is the one 
shown in the accompanying photo; The 
dual manifolds for the carburetors in this 
installation were developed by Andres in 
his shop and although slightly different 
than the ones created by Dick O’Brien of 
the Harley-Davidson factory, which 
graced the winning machine, were no 
less proficient and posted consistently 
equal speeds in practice, The installa- 
tion of the duel carburetors is similar to 
the adaption attempted by many young 
fellows to increase the performance of 
their flatheads without success. 

Leonard Andres says that he doesn't 
employ any so-called tuning secrets that 
anyone else hasn't already tried with the 
possible exception of a transparent plas- 
tic cylinder head which he bolts onto the 
cylinder. Then with the use of a flow 
meter and some fine powder heturns the 
motor over electrically and is able to 
study the flow of air in and out of the 
combustion chamber and by corrections 
of the contours is able to get the most 
efficient breathing possible. He did men- 
tion one additive that in his opinion, is 
necessary to build a winning racer. They 
call it “TLC?” and it doesn’t come in a 
can. It is Tender Loving Care! When 
Andres says that he puts love in hisma- 
chine, you can readily perceive that his 
is sincere, ‘Along with love goes a lot 
of hard work,” explains Andres, “and 
the ones who work the hardest and long- 
est are going to win the race,” 

When asked about the future, he ex- 
pressed the opinion that there would be 
nothing drastically new from Milwaukee, 
but to have no fear, Harley-Davidson 
would not discontinue their racing pro- 
gram. ‘But right now’’, he said, ‘It 
appears that we’re going to have to work 
real hard to even stay with the boys 
next year." 

Asked where he expected the stiffest 
future competition to come from he stat- 
ed unhesitatingly, “From the two- 
Sirokes." Then he added, **We're not 
going to give up without a fight!’’

PIKES PEAK-OR BUST-IN 1968

Although it has not received much 
publicity, the fastest growing — and 
friendliest — motorcycle tour in the 
United States is the Annual Pikes Peak 
Tour. 

Started by a young Denver couple, 


Betsy and Bill Manning, just three sum- . 


mers ago, the first tour was a small, 
almost local occasion, Then word began 
to spread. 

By last summer, the news had filtered 
out of Colorado. Still thetotalattendance 
for the 1967 Tour was less than halt-a- 
hundred. But those riders came from 
eight different states, including three 
from southern California. These riders 
told their friends and their flame of 
enthusiasm has ignited a prairie fire 
of interest. 

Predictions are that the 1968 Pikes 
Peak Tour will double or even triple in 
attendance. The Mannings have had in- 
quiries from twenty different states from 
Oregon to Pennsylvania. Bill Manning 
says he expects ‘‘more than a hundred 
people this summer, And reservations 
already are coming in — five months in 
advance!” 

California will be represented again. 
Manning reports groups from San Fran- 
cisco, Sacramento, and Los Angeles 
have indicated that they plan to attend. 

For those who plan to spend their 
vacation touring the approximately 500 
miles of Colorado roads with them, the 
Mannings' have released a tentative 
schedule for this year’s tour. It will take 
place during the middle of the first full 
week in August. Festivities will get 
underway with a *«mixer" at a Denver 
motel on Monday evening, August 5th, 
A sort of meet-all-the-other-people af- 
fair, this party is designed to continue 
the “one big family” atmosphere which 
has become an important part of these 
tours. 

The riding activity starts on Tuesday, 
August 6th. The first day of the tour will 
explore the area near Denver..:such 
scenic spots as Red Rocks Park, Clear 
Creek Canyon, the foothill country of the 
Rockies, and — perhaps — Central City. 
(Optional is a trek up Mount Evans.) 

On Wednesday, the tour moves toward 
southern Colorado. First on the day’s 
agenda will be a visit to the United 
States Air Force Academy which is set 
against the Rockies just north of Color- 
ado Springs. Here the group will havean 
opportunity to roam the enormous 
grounds, go through the famous chapel, 
and tour other areas of this newest ser- 
vice college, 


After seeing the Academy, they will 
pass through the Garden of the Gods 
(nature’s weirdest sculpture gallery) on 
their way to Manitou Springs (a com- 
munity which advertises itself as “a 
picturesque town in the heart of the Pikes 
Peak playground’’). Here will Бе а lunch 
break and then, Wednesday afternoon, 
comes the high point of the entire tour 
(pun intended), the safari to the summit 
of Pikes Peak, 

The road to the top of the 14,110-foot 
peak winds upward for approximately 20 
miles, Starting in pine-scented canyons, 
it proceeds through a scrub-forests, 
past the timber line, andonto the barren, 
rocky crest — where there is always at 
least a breeze and, frequently, snow 
flurries year round. Although parts of 
the road are gravel, it has excellent 
maintenance. Even Kansas flat-landers 
can make the top without incident, (Last 
year's tour included a novice rider with 
less than six months riding experience 
who manuevered his Harley up the peak 
in apparent ease.) Riders will pause at 
Glen Cove (Half- Way House, 11,000 feet 
altitude) for refreshments, rest, and the 
donning of warmer clothing. 

At the top, the view through the rare- 
field air extends into neighboring states; 
Kansas to the east, New Mexico to the 
south, Although many rolls of film are 
exposed all during the tour, the picture- 
snapping reaches a frenzy here. Each 
motorcyclist and his machine must pose 
in front of the monument which pro- 
claims in big green and white letters: 
“Summit — Pikes Peak — 14,110 feet," 
Everybody always shoots several almost 
identical snapshots..,just to be certain 
that they have a good one, These photos, 
enlarged, matted, and framed, end up on 
the den wall back home as proof that 
“I made it’, 

Once the clatter of closing shutters 
dies down, the group begins a leisurely 
but awesome ride down the peak and back 
to Manitou Springs, the over-night stop- 
ping point, After a chance to rest and 
clean up, the tour will travel on a few 
miles to the Flying W Ranch for a chuck- 
wagon supper. This western-type feed, 
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prepared by the cowhands on this working 
ranch, consists of barbecue beef, baked 
potatoes, beans, peaches, rolls, cake, 
and coffee. The chow is followed by a 
western show (also staged by those cow- 
hands — plus a few Indiansimported from 
Tacos, New Mexico). 

Thursday, the final day of the tour, 
wil mean a trip through some of the 
famous gold-rush country and a trek on 
to the Royal Gorge. Spanned by the 
world's highest suspension bridge, the 
Royal Gorge is one of Colorado's most 
famous tourist attractions. Motor- 
cyclists crossing that bridge will have 
the opportunity of staring down at the 
Arkansas River, over a thousand feet 
below them at the bottom of that unex- 
pected chasm, 

For the connoisseur who is interested 
in antique machines, what is probably the 
world’s most remote motorcycle mu- 
seum is located just a few miles west 
of the Gorge, 

Officially, the three-day tour finishes 
with the jaunt to the Royal Gorge. How- 
ever, the Mannings are considering add- 
ing an optional trip on Friday; a ride out 
of Denver to Rocky Mountain National 
Park, This would include a ride across 
the top of the Rockies on the highest 
through road in the world; one which is 
opened by snowplows late each spring, 
and is closed at the first snowfall each 
autumn. 

Some tour enthusiasts may have 
noticed that the week after the Pikes 
Peak Tour — the second full week in 
August — is the well-know Black Hills 
Tour out of Sturgis, South Dakota. The 
Mannings planned it that way. It is less 
than 500 miles from Denver to Sturgis, 
For those who can arrange their vaca- 
tions accordingly, August is an excellent 
chance to compare the baby with the 
daddy of the Big Tours. (Those whocan- 
not make it will just have to go on 
dreaming about it.)

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THE FINISH LINE 


By ROXY ROCKWOOD 





The long season for national racing on 
a record extended circuit begins next 
week with the first half-mile going at 
Atlanta, Ga. 

Joining the circuit that began last 
February and will not end until the mid- 
dle of October are such places at Atlanta, 
Richmond, Va., Detroit, Mich., Heidle- 
berg, Pa., Lincoln, Nebr., Sedalia, Mo,, 
and Salinas, Calif. 

These are all newnames on the nation- 
al trail, some have been on the list 
before and some are first-timers. There 
may be at least one or two more added 
before the season comes to an end. 

Atlanta, Richmond, Detroitand Salinas 
are half-mile events, Lincoln is a TT 
race that was added after the national 
committee meeting last November, Seda- 
lia is a mile dirt track event and the race 
at Heidleberg is billed as a ‘Mini- 
Road Race”, 

A “Mini-Road Race,” believe itor not, 
is a race held in and around a half mile 
paved oval. This race is not limited to 
small bikes of the 250cc nature but also 
the bigger 500’s and 750’s, as well. 

Perhaps the next move will be to hold 
2 ''Mini-Short Track" race inside а 
phone booth or maybe a dirt oval con- 
structed in some parking lot, 

The half-milers get the nod this year 
with no less than ten half mile events 
being slated for the national points. The 
road races still receive many more 
points for the win but the oval aces now 
have much more of a chance than they did 
a couple of years ago. 

Looking at the schedule as itcomes up 
at this time a western area rider could 
leave these parts and race in the east 
until the Portland mile event in Mid- 
July, There are nationals every weekend 
with the exception of two from next Sun- 
day on through July 14th, which is Port- 
land time. 

That's a lot of traveling and a long 
time to be gone for not too great a sum 
of money — even if one rider was to win 
them all. 

If the early season nationals produce 
a multitude of winners with no one rider 
dominating, as the case a fewyears back 
in the Leonard-Resweber era, thenit 
will be possible for some of the top riders 
to pass up many of the events and still 
come on strong midway in the season on 
a winning basis. 

After two nationals, and considering 
the events coming up in the next two 
months, Cal Rayborn, Gary Nixon, Jim- 
my Odom and Gene Romero are the four 
riders sitting in the drivers’ seat for a 
good shot at the national point lead as 
time goes by. 

These four more or less have an inside 
shot or an early start on the run for the 
top of the list. On the other hand, Bart 
Markel has many half-miles and mile 
events coming up that could slant things 
in his favor. 

Markel has won twenty national events, 
all on dirt and the majority of them have 
been on ovals, He has three times won 
the number one spot — without scoring a 
Point in the Daytona 200 that pays the 
most points on the entire circuit, 

Nixon and Markel are once again the 
two challengers to the many western 
riders that could take it all. The Mid- 
west and the East have not come up with 
any new potential national winners inthe 
last five or six years so onceagainGary 
and Bart will carry the load in the East 
vs West national match. 

The national TT at Lincoln, Nebraska 
was quietly added to the schedule after 
the annual meeting and many riders and 
sponsors may have míssed this addition, 
This will be a Sunday afternoon race on 
Aug. 11th with a short track at the 
same location the night before, on the 
10th. 

Northern Calif. is at this time trying 
to obtain a mile track national sanction 
for the Santa Rosa oval that was runlast 
year. The track has been rebuilt and the 
outside revamped and now only the final 
okay from AMA headquarters is awaited, 

Right now oval riders have the first 
half-mile of the season coming up at San 
Jose this Sunday afternoon and the road 
racers can look forward to an event at 
Carlsbad Raceway on Sunday the 28th.
